A VISIT TO VLADIVOSTOK. 

The "UoUIon Horn'' of the I'aclflc. 

[By Henry Norman, who lately visited Vic- 
toria.] 

Mr. Henry Norman, khe special corres- 
pondent of tho PoH Mall ilir.i'tfe, and 
wlu) last year visited Victoria, .semis tij 
Ilia jdunial tho fullowilig interesting <lo- 
scriptiim of A^'ludiviiHtiik, the famiius 1-liis- 
smii naval station un tliu I'lieilic CViast : 

An old-fiiHliiiiiied tliL'oldgiaii would s.iy 
tlint F'riividunco had iiituuilod this ph'icij 
to be iiiiiirugnali'.u. Tliu harlxir is ahn])('d, 
speaking roughly, like u pluiii letter L >>u 
its head, thus: fj, Jt has two 
untrancua, one at the southonst ctniuir, 
tlio otlior in the iiiiildlo of the wost 
siile, both iinri'iiw doiip- water ehatiiicl.s, 
tho latter indeed buiii^ only ii few hiiiidi-od 
feet wido. At we .stoani .sliaiijht iiort h on 
the long log of liie L, wo notice lirst an 
oxtonsivo buuch on tho rigiiL, thoti sevotal 
htrge beys open out in stiooesBion, and wo 
pass through a imrrow o])eniiig between 
(./'apoH Novosilak)' tiiid Na/.iiuoH' and le.-ivo 
tlie weatoi ii oiil iMiRi' nii tilt! loft. The 
hilla arouiul are ilen.suly wooiUid and all 
tlio defences visible trn far havo boon ex- 
tetisivo oarth-wia'ks building o.i our riglit, 
and loiid.s of lirielis for thoiu lying on thu 
shores bolow. jNdw, liovvcvor, aa tho ship 
|)ad.sor Cioldobiii wo discover a largo two- 
storeyed, battery . from which iiino bhii-k 
muzzles look'dowu on us. What may bo 
buhind the earthworks of tho iippur alurey 
yuti cannot tell, hut tho giniK liolow aro 
tint very torriblo, beiii^^ vi.silily only !)-iii. li 
liiuy.zlo lo.-iders, mutiiitetl n|iuii obaololo 
irmi earriage.H. They might, of cutirao, 
mako it voiy hot fur .i .ship in tho hiirbor 
with thoir plunging liro at short range, 
but I take it for granted alleady tli.i! 
Vladivostok is delolided by ullogotlu-r 
diU'orent woapotiH, howovor (ireadftil tlioito 
tiiay look to the o.iplaiii.s uf peaceful niiT- 
eliaiit vea.sela. Sixni after passing l''iii't 
(Jiildubin, a aiiarp litrii to iho right, 
ahiiD.it at a right angle, In iiigs lit; into the 
liai bor, which then strelolioa out duo uaat 
in a straight Hue, upwards uf two mik'.i 
long and half a mile wido. This is the 
ICiiBtorii Boa))liorna, and tlie "(ioldon 
I lorn" of the I'acilie. 

THE TOWN OF VLADIVOSTOK. 

The town of Vladivostok ostends Nearly 

tho entire length of the north side of tho 
liiirbor, and in coiilignr.'ition it rather ro- 
seinblo.i St. .inhn's, Newfoundland, tho 
houses beginning at llio water's edge and 
gr.-idnallj' thinning out aa the hills bobind 
get steopor. Tho atichorago ia so adniir- 
ablo that tho Takiichiho, a vessel 327 feet 
long, lies within a stone's throw of the 
wharves, and tho same anchorage exists 
all round. Directly in front of us, after 
wo havo anchorod, ;ire three little parallel 
streets conatltutiiij:; tbo Chinese liaziiar. 
(Jn our loft is tho Cbinose and Korean 
town of woodon shunties ; behind us an^ 
live or six blocks of tino brick buildings 
forniini; tho winter burrauks, while 
straight away ahead ia a broad street soon 
disappearing over the hill, tobocouio after 
a whilo the groat Siberian post-road. Tho 
iiifiiii street runs parallol with the hnrbor, 
and on this are the oliiof stores and many 
of tho [irivato hoiisea. A i|uarter of a 
mile along it to our right ia the 
(joveruor'a roaidence, buried in a 
sipmre nias.i of fnliagu — tho gardens 
where tho band |ilays regularly and tbo 
society of Vladivostok comes tn walk ami 
lo gossip. Further on, always between 
the water and tiiu street, ia tho " Stall', " 
tho (iovernor's uliieial headquarters, ,-i 
large liandaonio building, and further 
still, a mile or mine from where we lie, 
a tall ohimney marks tbo aituiition of the 
" Port," as the Russians call it, a score 
or more of store-houses and machine 
shops forming tho Navy Yard or Arsenal. 
This extends idong tho shore for a tjuartor 
of a niilo and the tmpedo boats and 
aiiiall ahips of the Siberian Si|iiadroii lit: 
nlongside, with a conliaoated American 
lisbing-sloop, wliilo the irun-clads and 
gun-boats are anobored ti little further 
ofl". On the opposite ahoro of the harbor 
there are no buildings <if any kind, except 
an iron atore-house deep in the woods 
lu re and there, isolated presumably on 
account of inflamuiable or exiilosivo coii- 
tonts. On the stnninita of thu t wo high 
bills behind the town aro two stations for 
tho tiro watch. Almost all these points 
may be distinituished in the photograph 
of the harbor 1 send you. 

AN 1;MU.\KI1ASSIN(1 IMrKKVIKW. 

The chief hotel of \ ladivostok ia at a 
par,tiy cook's shop, so 1 remained in my 
cuiiifortablo quarters on board, and after 
Ijroakfaat I wont on shore to present my 
aemi-otiioial introduction — an imposing 
looking document a foot square with the 
Ilussian Kagle on tho back— to the Mili- 
tary (Jovernnr, Koar-.Adiiiiral ]']rinolaiow. 
His Excellency receivecl lae with the ut- 
most courtesy, but his eli'orls to conceal 
his vast surprise at my visit were in vain. 
He read the letter -a long one —then ho 
looked ut ine; then he read ii again and 
looked again. " Yts," he said finally, 
"anything I can do for you, of course, 
but what on earth do you want to see at 
Vladivostok / " 1 nuidostly replied that 
with liia Kxcellcncy's ]iurmisaion, I 
wanted to aeo ovuiythiiig. "lint what I" 
As 1 iiad only boon an hour in the placo, 
however, 1 was not in a position to 
specify my desires in detail. " But what 
shall I do?" To dictate to a Russian 
Militaiy Oovernor was natundly repug- 
nant to iiio, and as .\(lmtral lOriiiolaiew'a 
French -tho only language in wliich we 
ooiilil communicate was of a rudimentary 
charactor, tho conversation was rapidly 
approaching an oiubarrassing dead-lock. 
Suddenly, with an explosive " Ahl" the 
Governor sprung from his chair and dis- 
ai)]ioared, returning in a minitte with hia 
wife, a most atlraclive and onergotic lady, 
charming oven ivt tbiit early hour of the 
tiiotning. Rldtne. Mnuulaiew spoke 
Krcnch like a phonogr;iph, with the 
native tact of a Russian alto straightened 
matters in a momont, and live min- 
utoa later I wiii bowod out between the 
salute of the blue-jacket and tho sentry, 
with the Governor's card iti my pocket 
bearing a written perniiaBion to go any- 
where and see alinoat anything, and with 
an appointment to iiieet an olUcor the 
next morning at eleven, who would act 
as ciceroni-. 1 was slightly out of brooth, 
it ia tatie, at the speed of the interview, 
but naturally very grateful for tho dia- 
tinguished courtesy, and as the sum total 
of my various interviews with Admiral 
and Mdine. Krmolaiew did not cover 
liftoon ininutea. 1 take leave of them hero 
with my respect and beat thanks, and 
with many apologies to HiB Ezoellency 
for the sudden surprise into which my 
presence plunged hiin. 

Ol'KNINOS KOlt TKADK. 

Vladivostok is a purely military town. 
That is, not.pnly does it owe its existence 
to strategic and military considerations, 
but oven after it has been thus oroated, 
no other iiiti^rosts or enterprises have 
grown up around it. In this case trade 
has not followed the Hag; tho place is just 
Russia's one strotighold and naval base 
on tho Pacific, and nothing elso. Its iin- 
ports consist of the supplioii for tho niili- 
lary and naval popitlation, luid those who 
niinistor to them. Its only export at 
present is a little seaweed. Two other 
industries might be developed here, how-

Sir John Macdonald, during his recent 
visit to Montreal, on tbo occasion of tho 
fornml turning over of tbo now militia 
drill shod in that city to Minisiter Lange- 
vin, and for the purpose of attending the 
board of trade banquet in the evening, 
wHB evidently in a belligerent humor. 

The Premier began the day in a martial 
manner. In anaweritig tho address, turn- 
ing over the drill ball to the (Jovornment, 
Sir John diapenaed an unlimited (luantity 
of the tafiy for which ho h.is boon fam- 
ous. Thou aaaumiiig a belligerent attituds 
ho said: "Thia ii a drill hall, built to 
make our volunteers as proficient in drill 
and bictics aa volunteers can be. Now, 
what will you do with it when Mr. Wi- 
man and Mr. Butterworth hand you over 
to tho United States?" [Cries of "Fight," 
"Whip tlietu" and "Let them try it."] 
"That's the proper spirit," continued Sir 
.Fohii. "You aro practical people, 1 can 
see, and 1 have no doubt will put thia drill 
(significantly) to a good use." 

His remarks were received with cheers 
and expressions of apprpvaU In conae- 
iltienco of thia speech there was tho great- 
est interest to hoar what ho said in the 
evening. Tbo dining hidl was jmcked to 
suffocation when tho speoohcs began. 
Lord Stanley throw a damper upon the 
hopes of those waiting for a sensational 
spoech from Sir John by suggesting in a 
Itjng, ])rosy talk tlwt politics be eschewed.

RENOUNCED HIS RIGHTS. 

The Archduke Charles Louis, the Em- 
peror's brother, has renounced bi.s rights 
of succession in favor of hia son Francis. 
The oath <.>f renunciation ia not formally 
signed, but the draft of tho document waa 
hurriedly prepared. Archduke Cliarle^^ 
Louis took the oath of surrender p'rivate- 
ly before tho Emperor Francis .Joae]ili, 
who summoned his nephew Francis and 
hail a private interview with him lasting 
an hour. 

THE NEW HEIR TO THE THRONE. 

The news of the renunciation caused a 

great surprise. Francis has renounced 
the Modela fortune in favor (■! his brother 
Otto, and will henceforth roaide in Vienna 
with the title of Archduke. Ho is a 
Major in the Fourth Dragoons and is nn- 
niarriod, is good naturod, gentle and in- 
dolent, and never made a great figure in 
society. 

.VKW.SPAI'EllS .SUPPRE.SSEn. 

Two newajiapora were confiscated last 
night, one for saying Francis was about to 
be crowned King of Hungary, and tho 
other for hinting thnt the Emperor is ser- 
iously ill. The Emperor will shortly go 
to (iodolio, whore he stays several weeks. 

UEAKTFKLr SV.MI'ATUY SHOWN. 

The Official Gazette announces that great 

consolation has been afforded to their 
Majesties tho Emperor and Emin-css and 
the imperial Iiuukh in their sad bereave- 
ment by the heartfelt symiiatliy shown by 
the foreign royal houses, as well as by the 
statesmen and general public at 
home and abroad. The Gazette con- 
firms the statement that tho 
funeral of the Prince will 
he simple and will occupy only about an 
hour. Tho only members of any foreign 
royal family who will bo present are the 
(^ueen and King of Belgium. The Em- 
peror Francis Joseph appears to have 
agod twenty years since the tragic event. 
Ho looks too composed. The body of the 
dead prince is dressed in the uniform of 
a general. Priests pray .■'Iternately bo- 
aide the hotly. When t'l ince Phillip, of 
Coburg, and Loschek, the valet, returned 
to tbo room in which tbo body 
lay, after Count Hogos had left for 
Vienna to announce the death of 
the Crown Prince to the Em 
poror, they found that

had Bet fire to tho cuff on tho Crown 
Prince's right wrist. Tho Em- 
peror Francis Joseph sent the following 
rc|ily to President Carnot's message fif 
coiiilolenco ; "1 am greatly pleased by 
your aaaociating yourself with nie in my 
grief, and 1 bog you to accept my grateful 
thitnka for sharing so sincerely in the am-- 
row caused by tho cruel loss with which 
Providence has afflicted me." 

The formal announcement that Arch- 
duke Francis is heir presumptive to the 
throne, will jirobably bo delayed for legal 
rcHsons, and on account of the possibility 
of a posthumous iisuo.

The ollicial report of tho court surgeons 
on tho cause of death of Crown Prince 
Rudolph atatea that tlio peculiar flatten- 
ing of tho skull bone, the interior de-

Mr. Nurnuin thus dcacfibes 
tho pdsiticiii I'f Li lluni,'-clian!,' in ilie 
state: lie preiiii.sofi liy saying; that tlie 
Euiiiertir i.s a mere buy, and cijii.se(|iieiitly 
kniiw.s little or inithiiig about .st;ito allaira. 
Hu then goes on to aay: "'I'he real Em- 
peror is the Empress -bis aunt, -and her 
proud and determined peraonality is known 
to the outside world chiedy through Li 
Hung-chang. Between the Empres.s 
and tho threat Viceroy there is a 
close political partnership and an ollen- 
aivo and defensive alliance. Therefore 
the presence of the Viceroy is the nearest 
possible approach for :i foreiiincr to the 
throne of C'lii»ia. All the world knows 
that he in one of the most iiitere.sliiiL; and 
powerful men in it. N'iceroy of the pro- 
vince of Cbiliili, heneu ux-odicio guardian 
of the gate of Ohina ; Senior of tho four 
Grand Secretaries of State ; formerly 
Grand Guardian of the Heir Apparent ; 
President of the Board of War ; Superin- 
tendent of the l7orth Sea Tmde ; Count 
Shiner-ki of the first rank' ; special pluni- 
potontiary tinie.s witliout immbor ; prac- 
tical owner of tin army of 7^1,000 men and 
a fleet, .so far aa wooil and iron i^o, wliicli

Although it was one of the chief objects 
of Mr. Norman's journey to have an in- 
terview with this powerful Chinese states- 
man it may readily bo imagined that it 
was by no means easy to bo admitted into 
his presence. Ditli'-nlt as tlie feat was, 
he by jier.severanee and audacity aceoni- 
plished it, but, not until after he liad des- 
paired of success. When lie at 
last oljtaiiied an atiilience lie found 
tliat h>'. and l.i 1 1 iiiiL;-c!iaiiL; bad very 
diflerent views iif its purport. I\Ir. Nor- 
man proposed to interview tho Chinese 
great man, but it soon became abundantly 
apparent that the Chinese great man was 
determined to interview Mr. Norman. 
Li Ilung-cluing was nio.st inquisitive; his 
hunger for iiiforination could not be a|i- 
])ensed, and instead of making good iiao 
of bis time liy asking iniestioiis relating 
to subjeels about wliieli be wanted infor- 
mation, lu^ was forced to waste the pre- 
cious iiiiniites ill answering (|UeHtioiis on 
matters with whieh lie w,is already (|iiile 
familiar. Instead of piiiiiping, he was 
pumped, it was not until he signified his 
intention to close the interview that I i 
Hung-chang deigned to ansv/er any oi 
his questions. The following is Mr. Nor 
man's account of tliis part of the inter- 
view: 

When ho had onco started the Viceroy 
was willing to go on. Of course I asked 
him about th(! (piestioii of Chinese immi- 
gration to the I'liited States. "1 undor- 
stJillil," he said, as ne.u ly as I roniembur, 
'that the newspapers have iv great deal of 
iniluenco in America. Well, toll them 
from mo that 1 ask tlium to refer tho mat- 
ter to their sense of justice. They make 
professions of dealing justly with all the 
world. How hnvo thoy dealt with China; 
They refuse ns (itizensbip, Ihey .suffer 
our iieople to be nuirdered or ex- 
pulled by arnieil mobs, lliey sluit 
ua out of their country, excejit under 
certain severe l eatrictions, and then when 
we agree to thusu they break them off and 
exclude us altogether. China has never 
doiie 80 false and unjust nn act as that. 
YoH, WO have agftted lo a g(jod many of 
these reatrictions, but wo shall not, agree 
to any more. Ciiina in able now to lake 
hor own position among western nations, 
and shu will do .so. Hliall we retaliate / 
I caiiuut say. We 'H'o jjerfoctly able 
and the temntition is great. We shidl 
not submit m silence to outrage and 
treaty breaking, Iml I hojie and believe 
AniericaiiH will see how wrong Ihey luo 
jind alter tho rccunt laws for thomsolvus. 



If not, the United States and China will 
niit be friends. Now, toll me about your 
Colonies. Has tho Queen tlio right or 
not to order h»r Colon los to act justly; to 
cancel unjust laws that they have made, 
and to punish thom if thoy do not ?" 
1 explained that tho right doubtless 
rested in theory with tho Imperial Gov- 
ernment, but that in practice it could 
hardly bo o.terciaed. "Then why cidl 
tliom Colonics and subjects of the 
Queen," returned tho Viceroy; "why not 
Bay at onco that theyr.ro indeiieiidenk anil 
lot ua deal directly with tliemC' "Hut ia 
it a fact, or not," I asked him, "that the 
Chinoso Government views tlio emigra- 
tion of its people with disapproval, con- 
sidering that their periodical roligiousand 
family duties render it imperativo for 
thom to remain in China.'" "The Chinese 
Oovoriiment," was tho severe and diplo- 
matic re|)ly, "deiiiiup's for its atibjocls the 
rights that are accorded to them by aolemn 
treaty, aiul the same favors tliiit it ac- 
cord.i to the aulijecta of other friendly 
powers." "And with regard to Austra- 
lia — '/" "At present we are at the stnt-e 
of protest." ".A.nd afterwards — V "1 
cannot say." 

It vrill be seen from this that the 
"heathen Chinee" keeps himself well 
posted about what ia going on in the world, 
and that liia ideas regarding tho sacred- 
ness of treaties and the rights of aliens 
in the L'nitod States and the Britiab 
depundciiciea are wonderfully like those 
of the statesmen »f western and Christian 
states. It may be learned from this in- 
terview that the Chinese Government 
keeps an eye ou those of its subjects who 
emigrate to foreign lands; that it is well 
informed as to the treatment they receivo 
and that it will not allow them to be 
h.adly treated without taking aiiiiie way of 
showing its displeasure, ll is very likely 
that, t.lio fnriii wliieh Chinese repris.ils will 
take will bn to deprive the (/tlending na- 
tion of trade [iriveleges in the Kmperor's 
doiiiinii ma. It is not in liiimaii nature to 
aiibiuit to injustice and ill troatmeiil 
without retaliating in some shape, 
and, as the world is fast find- 
ing out, there is a good deal 
of human nature about tho 
Chinese. It may be inferred from this 
that anti-Chinese legislation by one state 
or one colony will have the effect of om- 
harrassiiig the nation to which that State 
or that colony belongs. The Chinese 
Ljoveriuiient eviilently look upon the ac- 
tiipii of a part of a nation .-IS tlie action of 
the whole nation. It, fur instance, feels 
disposed to hold England accountable for 
the manner in which tho Chinese are 
treated in Australia. It is by no moans 
improbable that tho exclusion of the 
Chinese from the Australian colonies 
may mean exclusion of British ships from 
Chinese ports; and anti-Chinese riots in 
San Francisco and Wyoming may result 
in serious injury to the trade between the 
whole of the I'niteii States and China. 
.Mr. Norman's conversation with Li Mung- 
chaiig iniist cause all who read it care- 
fully to reali/.e that the Chinese question 
in its bearing, national and not pro- 
vincial.

No one will be surpiised to It.'arii that 
licenses are not to be issued this year un- 
der tho iiKidiu r,rr/i'/(. That arrange- 
laent was merely provisional, pending the 
ratification of tho Fiahoriea Treaty, But 
as the treaty was definitely rejected by 
the Senate there is no longer any reason 
for its existence. To continue it would 
bo to grant privileges to the United States 
which it showed by its action it did not 
want. Under it by the payment of a 
license fee of 81.00 a ton Cnitod States 
lishiiig vessels were ]ieriiiitted to enter 
Canadian ports to purcliaHO bait, ice, 
seines, lines, siijiplics and tmttit.s, tranship 
ti.sli and ship cresrs. As the treaty has 
been rejected there is nothing for Canada 
and the United States to do but go back 
to the- Convention of LS18, tho working 
of which has proved so un.intisfaetoiy to 
the United States. The only ])rivile^i> 
'.'ranted to American fishermen by that 
Convention is that they may enter Cana- 
dian harbors for the purpose of shelter, 
repairing damages, purchasing wood and 
obtaining water. It seems to be a pity 
that tho two countries must go back to 
the old state of things. Disputes and mis- 
uiidersttiiidings will be sure to .ariso. Let 
the ( 'aiiadiaii authorit ies be as c ireful 
and .as coiiciliat i 'ly as they can posaibly 
be consistently with the faithful discharge 
of their duty, occasions ot ditl'orenco will 
crop uj) which will engender ill-feeling 
and cause unpleasantness between the two 
countries. But as long as the United 
States Senate remains factious and is deaf 
to reason, all Canada can do ia quietly and 
tirinly to insist upon the observance of 
her treaty rights. Nothing is to be gained 
by a weak and vacillating jiolicy. The 
very nion who aro trying to bully the 
Canadians into making unwarrantable 
concessions would be the lirst t» express 
contempt for them if they surrendered 
anything which thoy have tho right to 
hold. Canada occupies such strong 
ground in this tishory matter that we feel 
satisfied that the Americans will in time 
cease to contend for privileges which thoy 
have formally renounced and*agreo to a 
settlement which will bo profitable and in 
every wtiy b;i( iafactory to all I'oncoriied.

I'eoplo often wonder why persons liv- 
ing in the country, where the air is pure 
and there are no accumulations of filth 
visible, aro troubled with zymotic dis- 
eases. Scarlet fever, diphtheria and 
typhoid fever are almost aa common in 
tho country as in tho city. This fact 
causes many to doubt tho oflicioncy of 
sanitary precautions. " If," say thoy, 
" cleanlinwsH would lessen tlieflo diseases 
nr causo them to disappear altogether, 
why aro thoao who live in tho country so 
often afllicted with thom. Tho country 
ia clean enough, surely." This reasoning 
appears sound and has caused at 
leant ono physician to examine the 
rosidencos of people in the country 
and their surroundings in order to find 
out why thoir iinnates sufl'orod so much 
from what Hanitarians have conio to ohar- 
actorizo as "lilth diaeasos." The enquir- 
iea made by Dr. Lucy M. Ilall, of Brook- 
lyn, hbuwed that tlioro is really no mys- 
tery about the matter, that the causes 
which induce disease in the cities arc 
pnment anil in iictivo operation in tho 
country. This lady physician pursued 



hor investigations in tho rural portions of 
New England and the Middle and West- 
ern States. She found many of the 
wealthy homes of citizens in a lament- 
able condition from a sanitary point 
of view. Eleven por cont. of the houses 
were erected on a wet clay soil; 50 por 
cent, wore too closely slitided; 100 per 
cent, had bedrooms on the ground Hour; 
7w per cent, of tho bedrooms were uii- 
warined ; 85 pur cent of tho houaowivoa 
shut Uj) their parlors in darkness; 05 per 
cent, had wet or damp cellars underneath; 
18 per cent, had wells in the houses; in 
77 par cent, the slops mip habitually 
thrown from the back door; the average 
distance of the well from the barn w.as 
under -17 feet and the avnrago dist.aiico 
from the privy feet. This was tlu^ con- 
dition of rur.d homes in New England and 
in tho Western States it was even worse. 
Living in a damp, dark house, and drink- 
ing water from a well polluted from so 
many sources, counteracted all the bene- 
fits to be derived from breathing fresh air 
at a distance from the dwelling. Living 
in the country under such conditions was 
little better, so far as the health of the iii- 
matea of the house was concerned, than 
living in the elosost street of a dirtj- 
town. The uiisanit.-»ry condition of the 
Iwelliiigs of country people is tho causo 
)f tho pale faces and the ilelicate health 
of giria brought up in them, who 
ouglif to bo in tho enjoyment 
of robust health. Country people can no 
more atlbrd to disregard the laws of health 
than city people, and whenever the chil- 
Iren are puny and frequently ailing, and 
liphtheria or typhoid breaks out, tho 
loiiso and [iromiaes should be rigidly ev- 
amined, and the chances aro that the 
iiiao of the disease and general utilie.altli- 
iness will soon bo found. We are quite 
sure that the houses in the rural parts of 
Canada would stand Dr. M.all'B ex.imina- 
tion no better than did thoao of Now 
England and the Wes^rn States.

Tho larfrest body of fresh water on th 
globo is Lalto Superior— )i>J miles long, llW 
miles widu at its grealosl l)roadlh and hav 
in^; an area of ;tJ,Ol.HJ aiiuaro miles. It; 
mean depth is said U) be 'JOO and its greatest 
depth aoo fathoms. Its surface is about txio 
leot above tlio lovcl of tho soa. 

Tho most extensive park is Door Park, in 
tho environs of Co))euhagen, in Deumark 
The inelosure contains 4,1!00 aoros, auil is 
divideil by u small river. 

The largost pleasure ground in the Unitoil 
States, and one of tlie largest in the world, 
is Fairiiiount I'ark, i-'iulaUelplua, which oou 
tains 'J,T1S acres. 

Tho largest cavern is Mammoth Cave, 
in lOdnioudson tJouuiy, Keutucky. It ia 
near Urooa rivor, six miles from Cave City 
and about twouty-eight miles from Bowliu(f 
(.rreun. Thu cave consists of a succossioa 
of irre^tilar chambers, some of which are 
large, situated on different levels. Bonne of 
these are travorscd by navigable branchos 
of the subterranean Echo river. BUad tish 
are found in its waters. 

Tho lougost tuuuul of the world is that of 
St. Qothard, on the lino of railroad bo 
twoen Lucorno and Milan. The summit of 
the tunnel is 990 feat bolow the surface at 
Andermatt and 0,600 foot beneath the peak 
of Kostelhom of the St. Gtolhard group. 
Tlie tunnel is tnonty-siz and one half feet 
wide and nineteen feet ten inches from the 
floor to the crown of tho arched roof. It t!B 
nine and a half miles long— a little over u 
mUo loager than the Moiut Cenis tunnel. 

Tho biggest trees in tho world are the 
mammoth trees of California. One of u 
grove in Tnlare County, accordini; to meas- 
urement, mode by members of the State 
Gooloplial Survey, was shown to be 276 feel 
high, 100 feet in oircomfereuco at base aud 
seventy-six feet at a point twelve feet 
above the ground. Some of tho trees are 
feet high and thirty-five feet in diam- 
eter. Somo of tho largest that have been 
feUod indicate an age of from 2,uou to 2,51x1 
years. 

Tho largest inland soa is the Caspian, ly- 
ing between Europe and Asia lis greatest 
length is TOOmilos, its greatest breadth JTO 
milos, and its area 180,000 square miles. 
Tho Oroat Salt lake in Utah, which may be' 
properly termed an inland sea, is about 
ninety miles long !»nd has a varying breadth 
of from twenty to thirty-live miles. its 
surfiico is -1.100 feet .aliove the sea. whereas 
the surfivce of the ( 'aspum is eighty-four foot 
bolow the level of tlie uci^an. 

The largest luopii o m t!ie world is that of 
Ori>ot llritaln, euiiiprising t),ij<j7,0ob bquare 
milos— more than a sixth part of tho land 
of tho tflobe, and enibraoini; under its rule 
nearly a sixth jiart of tho iioimlatiiui of tho 
world. In tornlorial extent tiio Cnitod 
States ranlvs Ihir.l, c^jnlaiiiiiig .'(.."j-^ 1 ,'J-13 
8(iunro niile-i, including Alaakr.. In popula- 
tion It ranks fourth, with its 60,000,000 of 
people. Russia ranUs second, having 8,352,- 

y-10 SqUlU-e Olil.'s 

The liiglu'st monolith is tho obelisk ut 
Karuak, ill lOgypt. Karuak is on the east 
hank of ihe .Nilo, near Lu.tor, and occupies 
part of tho silo of ancient Thebes. The 
obelisk is ascribed to llalasu, sister ol 
Pharaoh Thothmos 111., who reigned about 
IftOO 15. C. Its whole length is 1;20 foet, and 
it weighs -liM tons, Its height witlioul 
podesliil is los feet 10 ineliew. Tho heiglil 
of tlie obelisk in Central Park, New York 
City, without peiiostiil, is lib feot 11 inches, 
its weight about lO'.l tons. 

The largest hell is tho great bell of Mos- 
cow at the foot of the Kremlin. Its cir- 
cuinferenci^ at the bottom is nearly (is feot 
and its height a little moro than 21 foet. In 
its stoutest iiart it is 23 inches thick, and 
Its weight has been computed to bo ■l-i:i,772 
pounds. It has never been hung, aud was 
probably cast on tho sjiot where it now 
stands, A piece of tho bell is broken off. 
The f I'lioture is supposed to have been oo- 
casioiieii Ijy water having boon thrown 
upon it when heated by the building erected 
over it being on tire. 

Tho greatest wall in the world is tlio 
Chinese Wall, built by the first Emperor 
of theTsin dynasty, about 331 B. C.,'as a 
protection against Tartars. It travorseh 
the northern boundary of China and. is 
carried over the biK^est hills, tbrpugb the 
deepest valleys, across rivers and every 
other natural obstacle. Its length, is 
miles. Including a parapet of fivo feot the 
total height of the wall is 30 feet; thickness 
at tho base, 2,') feet, and at the top, 15 foet. 
Towers or bastions occur at intervals of 
about 100 yards.

Life in tliis comer of Russian Tartary 
is lively enough. During tho summer 
there are the coii.Htrtut fostivltiesattending 
I'lo arrival of foreign men-of-war. In 

■vinter it is of course dreadfully cold, and 
,1 frozen stick of milk is left at tho door in 
the morning and tho beef is Uept frozen 
in a tub and out out aa wanted. But from 
ly'hristniiiH onwards for a cou|)le of nionths, 
I inn told, there is a ceasolesa round of 
social giiyety. Excellent pheasant and 
iluck uhooting is to bo had over tho sur- 
rounding bays and hills; large deer abound 
in an islmid a day's sail to tlio sniith; 
while the famous thick-coated muiliern 
tigers are to bo found by seeking, tine of 
tho traditions of Vladivostok, and a true 
one, too, tells how a young fellow named 
Ohudjakow was out shooting one <lay, 
ivheii a tiger met him. He lired and 
killed it. Scarcely had il fallen, how- 
ever, when a Hecoiid one walked out of 
the wooda. Ho liied again, hitting this 
,1110, which turned tail and disappear.'d. 
.\ uionu'iit Inter a ligor appeariil again 
from tho aanie place. lie lired for the 
iliird time, supposing this to he the .same 
minial, and wounded it slightly. Before 
he could reload, however, it waa upon 
him, and ho was lighting it for his life. 
His ritle was tisclesa, and ho had only a 
long luuiting-kuife. As he did not re- 
■urn at night his lather and friends organ- 
i;:od a search party, and at last found him 
oncoiisciuus between the paws of tho dead 
tiger. 

A .Mii.rrAUV roHTUitss. 
Kverything in Vladivostok i.s made siih- 
serviont 10 niilitaiy interests, and there i.s 
ui) pretence to the contrary. The .Mayor 
is merely the vehicle of the (iovemor'a 
will. The neighborlmiid of every fortilicd 
point is strictly guarded by sentries, whom 
no civilian ever passes. The police, wlm 
know everything that passes and the 
iivenieiitH" of every one, resident or 
stranger, are of course the (iovernor's 
jiawns, under the eoiiim.ind of a military 
nicer. ^'o foreign Consuls are .illowed 
to lesido at Vladivostok, the only foreign 
representative being IVIr. Teranii, call- 
ed the Japanese Couimissionor of 
I'lade or some such iion-iioliticul 
title. Most foreign newspapers and 
hooks are forbidden, as in Kurojiean 
Russia, and at tho only bnoksoller's in 
town 1 could not buy a single vidniiio in 
uiy foreign language, except a fen l''rench 
works of world-fHmoiia innocence, used 
verywhere ns school reading hook.s. .Vnd 
imiuisitiveness or gossip on tlio jurt of the 
oreign population about li.enl, naval or 
nilitary aflairs is sternly uisciouMged, and 
trespassers against this unwritten law 
.ioon learn very distinctly that tliev will 
be inoro coinfortalile if they obey it. I 
ran up against this before I had been in 
Vladivostok four hours. My Iirst day 
there i was lunching at a ioreign house, 
nd happened, naturally and .(uite inno- 
ently, to put some (picstion or other 
ibout the batteries. '"I'liat is a matter," 
iviisiinnieiliately told by iny host, "that we 
ako a point of knowing nothing aliout. 
We tiiul that ignorance on such subjects 
tho only way to get along pleasantly 
with our Wisaian friends. ' \\itli eyes 
iiid oars, however, fairly accustomed to 
ortilications, a good tield-glasa, and the 
help of tho httle bird who whispers to 
journalists as w^II aa to lovers aud liars, 
thoro was interesting iiiforniation to be 
1 up, and heforu 1 liave done 1 hope 
o toll 3'ou a few thing.s about this far- 
away extremity of the Mu.scovito Empire

Guy 0. Phinney, one "of Seattle's most 
prosperous atidiH'ogressive citisens, ar- 
rived ovor on.' tltBil^Qlympiitu yostortlay 
afternoon, and ia" at' the Driard. Mr. 

Phinne}''8 latest deal in real ostato wiiatlie 
sale of a mile and a half flouting on the 
water north of the Seattle and Lake 
Eastern coal buukera, over three miles 
from the centre uf tho city. Tiiree or 
four years ago be imrehased this tract for 
§4,000, and the other day sold it fof 
¥200,000. Mr. Phinney has always been 
contident of the ultimate prosperity of 
Seattle, and that oonlidence has been con- 
firmed by recent developments. He 
staled last night that for months past 
till! jiupulatioii of Seattle had been 
increased by fully one liiindied d.aily, and 
that it waa now a citv containing over 
25,000 people. Although 1,000 buildings 
were erected in 1888 there waa still a 
great scarcity of. dwellings, and building 
was being prosecuted as fast as posaiblo. 

Seattle has street cars, cable and horse 
power, and an electric street railway on 
the iiverhend .system was now being eon- 
striicted. Mr. Phiinioy w;ia surprised to 
learu that the stock uf'tlie electric street 
railway for this city was not boing rapidly 
taken up. He was contident that it would 
advance olio hundred per cent, before tho 
yearwasout if construct ion was now bogun.

Escaping: Gas In the Olilee of B. Crow Baker 
tho Cause of an Kxploslou.
